Levy talk could get hot

GRANITE CITY — A plan to 
raise the city’s tax levy for 1983 
by more than $310,000 will be the 
subject of a public meeting at 
6:30 p.m. Tuesday at City Hall. 

It may be an explosive meet- 
ing, if the topic’s short time 
before the aldermen Aug. 16 
indicates things to come. 

A-resolution was made to pro- 
pose the new levy. 

“Mayor, I’d like to know what 
your feelings on this are,” 4th 
Ward Alderman Dan Partney 
said. i 

“I'd like to hear your discus- 
sion first,'" Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse said. ‘‘I want to listen to 
what’s said at the public meet- 
ing, to hear what the aldermen 
have to say, to hear it discussed 
further before I make up my 
mind. Then I'll let you know. 

“I'd like, as the chief execu- 
tive of the city, to know your 
opinion so it will help me make 


up my mind,” Partney said. 

A few more _ exchanges 
between Cruse and Partney took 
place. = 

‘Considering this keeps the 
taxes the same as 1985, this is 
not a tax increase,"’ 3rd Ward 
Alderman Brett Hanke said. “I 
move the previous question.” 

After this was seconded, City 
Attorney Mark Goldenberg said 
that, if Hanke’s motion passed, 
the resolution was to be voted 
without further discussion. 

Cruse called for a roll call. 

“It’s not fair for you to not 
allow us to have our say,” Ist 
Ward Alderman Casmer Skubish 
said to Hanke. (ie 

“I’m not not allowing you, I'm 
calling for you and all the other 
aldermen to vote whether to dis- 
cuss it further,’’ Hanke said. 

Cruse banged his gavel — 
hard — and again called for a 
roll call. 

Hanke’s motion passed 8-5. 

Cruse said the resolution to 
consider the levy passed because 


the “ayes” had it, although the 
“‘nos,'’ while not as numerous, 
were louder. 

This would be the first major 
levy increase since the levy was 
raised by more than $260,000 in 
1983. That year, the levy was a 
record high $2,846,255. The pro- 
posed 1988 levy is $3,160,231. 

Increases in assessed valua- 
tion had the effect of dropping 
the tax rate each year while the 
levy decreased or remained 
basically unchanged. 

The new levy was determined 
roughly based on the 1987 
assessed valuation, $199,132,404, 
multiplied by the 1985 tax rate, 
$1.587 per $100, although that is 
not the way it will actually be 
implemented. The 1987 rate was 
$1.430 per $100. 

Even with an_ expected 
increase in assessed valuation 
for the 1988 tax year (1989 col- 
lection), the 1988 tax rate is 
ey pected to be higher than 1987, 
although still lower than the rate 
was in 1985. 


2,000 cheer Gov. Dukakis

BELLEVILLE — The skies 
were overcast but the mood was 
upbeat as a partisan crowd of 
about 2,000 flag-waving, sign-tot- 
ing supporters gathered at North 
End Park on Friday morning for 
a rally for Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Gov.

Ronald Reagan and Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush. 

Dixon took a verbal jab at 
Republican nominee Bush when 
he lauded Dukakis for signing a 
plant-closing bill that requires 
employers to give workers 60 
days’ notice before they are laid 
off.

Rodney Woidtke, 27, was 
charged with first-degree mur- 
der in a warrant signed by Chief 
Circuit Judge Stephen Kernan 
and issued by the St. Clair Coun- 
ty ‘state’s attorney’s office. 
Woidtke was arraigned Tuesday 
afternoon before Associate Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert LeChien, who 
ordered Woidtke held at the St. 
Clair County Jail without bond. 

LeChien set Aug. 26 at 2 p.m, 
as the date and time for 
Woidtke’s preliminary hearing 
on the murder charge. The hear- 
ing will be at the County Jail.

NEW ‘ORLEANS — Illinois 
officials and delegates — react- 
ing to Vice President. George 
Bush’s acceptance speech Thurs- 
day — said the mew Republican 
presicentiat nominee laid the 

asis for victory in November 
with his pledges to expand 
human freedom abroad and 
avoid higher taxes at home. 

“I liked his sincerity. I liked 
the way he covered the issues 
and expressed his loyalty to 
Reagan and appeared to take 
command for the coming term,” 
said Phyllis Schlafly, at-large 
delegate from Alton. 

Schlafly and other Illinois del- 
egates said Bush delivered one 
of his best speeches, leaving an 
indelible imprint on the 34th 
Republican National Convention, 
which concluded Thursday night 
with the address and the nomi- 
nation of Indiana Sen. Dan 
Quayle as the vite presidential 
candidate 

“Bush’s speech was very 
impressive, both in content and 
delivery,” said Jeff Miler, chief 
of staff to Gov. James R. 
Thompson, who nominated Bush. 

“J thought he did a good job. 
He came across strong. He 
doesn’t always in his speeches.” 

In a 50-minute address, Bush 
vowed to build on President 
Reagan’s legacy of ‘‘economic 
growth’’ and military might. He 
accused Democrats of promising 
more than they could deliver, 
warning that a vote for Dukakis

Jimmy Carter era and, amoiig 
other_ things, lead to soaring 
inflation and high interest rates 
and sagging respect from allies 
and adversaries alike.
